Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Registrar  General  has  estimated 
an  increase  of  population  from  27,040  for  the  mid-year  1962  to  27,420 
for  the  mid-year  1963.  During  the  past  five  years  there  appears  to 
have  been  a  very  considerable  increase  in  total  population  and  there  is 
some  doubt  as  to  how  the  increase  has  been  made  up.  Does  it  consist 
of  old  people  returning  to  Malvern  for  their  retirement  or  young  people 
who  have  moved  into  the  area  because  they  have  been  appointed  to  new 
jobs  either  in  Malvern  or  Worcester?  You  will  see  that  Mr.  Whitwham 
and  his  Staff  are  undertaking  a  street-by-street  survey  of  the  housing 
needs  of  the  town.  It  would  be  very  much  easier  for  all  concerned  if, 
at  the  same  time,  we  had  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  present  day  population 
by  age  groups. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  do  not  differ  significantly  from  the 
population  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  It  is  worthwhile  drawing  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  9  persons,  of  whom  8  were  male  and  one  female, 
died  of  cancer  of  the  lung  during  1963,  whilst  only  one  died  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis.  It  is  expected  that  this  trend  will  continue  for  the  next 
15  years  at  the  very  least. 

An  outbreak  of  Undulant  Fever  (Brucellosis)  occurred  in  parts  of 
Malvern  in  the  Autumn  of  1962  and  other  cases  occurred  during  the  first 
half  of  1963;  there  being  8  cases  in  all.  We  were  able  to  establish 
that  all  these  8  persons  had  drunk  unpasteurised  milk  derived  from  the 
same  herd  of  cows  and  the  organism  was  recovered  from  8  cows  within  this 
herd.  They  served  a  population  of  between  250  and  300  persons  giving  an 
attack  rate  of  1  in  20,  which  is  very  high  by  any  standards.  A  Pasteuris¬ 
ation  Order  was  applied  to  the  herd  and  remained  in  force  for  the  whole 
year  (and  longer).  The  herd  was  a,  tuberculin  tested  herd  and  this  under¬ 
lies  the  inherent  danger  that  there  is  in  allowing  any  raw  milk  to  be  sold 
from  whatever  source.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  8  people  were 
seriously  ill  and  that  the  illness  may  last  up  to  three  years,  as  indeed, 
has  occurred  in  two  of  these  cases. 

1963  also  proved  to  be  an  epidemic  year  so  far  as  measles  ms 
concerned.  An  overall  clinical  impression  was,  that  the  cases  of  this 
serious  disease  were  relatively  mild.  It  is  impossible  to  see  hoi/ 
recurring  epidemics  of  measles  can  further  be  controlled  until  a  measles 
vaccine  becomes  available. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  friendly  spirit  of  co-operation  amongst 
the  Staff  flourishes.

Water  Supplies 

There  are  two  main  sources  of  Malvern  Water.  First  a  deep  borehole 
Bromsberrow  which  has  been  sunk  in  new  red  sand.stone.  It  provides  an 
abundant  and  good  water  supply  showing  an  average  total  hardness  of  17. 

It  is  not  contaminated  in  any  way.  The  second  is  water  collected  from 
the  hills  around  the  British  Camp,  the  reservoir  lying  in  a  hollow  in 
these  hills.  This  supply  is  more  in  the  nature  of  a  standby  than  a 
main  supply,  and  the  analysis  is  typical  of  hill  water  that  is,  containing 
few  ”  Solids  in  Solution”  and  having  a  low  total  hardness. 

Regular  samples  have  been  taken  by  your  Surveyor  and  the  reports  have 
been  uniformly  satisfactory.  An  average  report  is  given  below.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  to  you  the  following  report  dealing  with  the  work 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year,  1963. 

Fortunately,  the  year  under  review  presented  no  outstanding  or  specia3. 
problems  in  the  varied  responsibilities  with  which  our  Department  is 
concerned.  This  enabled  your  Inspectors  to  make  a  special  effort  in  carry¬ 
ing  out  a  street-by-street  survey  of  the  Town,  as  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  referred  to  in  the  report  for  the 
preceeding  year.  The  object  being,  a  more  direct  appeal  to  the  problem  of 
housing  improvement  than  has  been  the  case  by  relying  mainly  on  publicity. 

A  survey  of  this  kind  is  something  of  a  major  operation  when  applied 
to  a.  small  department.  It  is  exacting  work  and  calls  for  diligence  and 
much  patience  on  the  part  of  staff  engaged  in  the  work,  visiting  houses 
day  after  day,  interviewing  and  corresponding  with  persons  concerned, 
explaining  procedure  and  in  many  cases  arranging  visits  to  be  made  to 
houses  already  improved  in  the  endeavour  to  impress  and  show  convincing 
evidence  of  the  desirability  to  modernise  dwellings,  of  a.  suitable  type, 
with  the  aid  of  a  Grant. 

Though  it  will  probably  take  the  better  part  of  two  years  to  complete 
the  survey,  I  am  sure  your  Committee  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  applications  for  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Grants  during  the  year.  This  makes  our  efforts  worthwhile,  to 
say  the  least. 

I  am  also  gratified  to  report  that  continued  progress  was  made  for 
dealing  with  unfit  properties  scheduled  for  demolition  as  the  report 
shows  in  the  appropriate  paragraphs.  The  report  also  sets  out  in  detail 
and  by  tables  a,  summary  of  action  taken  by  your  Inspectors  in  matters  of 
environmental  hygiene,  which  is  their  sphere  of  influence  in  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department.

OVERCROWDING  IN  DWELLING  HOUSES 


As  in  the  preceeding  year,  17  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  either 
reported  or  discovered  during  1963.  This  increased  the  number  of  cases 
on  our  records  to  25. 

The  cases  mainly  refer  to  overcrowding  of  rooms  normally  used  for 
sleeping  purposes  in  excess  of  the  statutory  ’’permitted”  number. 

During  the  year  15  cases  were  abated,  thus,  leaving  10  on  record. 

14  families  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  and  one  family  found  other 
alternative  accommodation.  The  cases  of  overcrowding  are  placed  in 
the  following  catagories: 

(a)  ...  Increase  where  one  family  are  sole  occupants  4  cases 

(b)  ...  Increase  where  family  is  in  lodgings  2  cases 

(c)  ...  Married  son  or  daughter  making  home  with  in-laws  9  cases 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  and  1951 

Continued  interest  has  been  maintained  in  the  problem  associated  with 
the  welfare  of  aged  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Health  Visitors  are  mindful  of 
their  duties  to  this  section  of  the  community  and  the  fullest  co-operation 
prevails.  The  Medical  Officer  is  kept  informed  as  the  need  arises  when 
the  circumstances  of  a  particular  case  may  require  his  special  attention. 
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Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  provides  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the 
body  of  any  person  who  has  died  or  has  been  found  dead  in  the  Urban 
District,  in  cases  where  it  appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for 
the  disposal  of  the  body  have  been  made. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year  to  which  this  section  of  the 
Act  applied. 


THE  BURIAL  ACT,  1857  -  EXHUMATIONS 


Your  Inspectors  supervised  the  exhumation  of  the  remains  of  three 
German  soldiers  from  graves  in  Malvern  Wells  Cemetery,  and  of  one  German 
solider  from  a  grave  in  Malvern  Cemetery,  for  reinterment  elsewhere,  as 
arranged  by  the  War  Graves  Commission. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION 


Under  this  heading,  I  feel  that  I  should  again  mention  that  provision 
for  main  sewerage  and  a  disposal  unit  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  outlying 
part  of  the  town  known  as  Interfields,  is  still  the  most  outstanding 
requirement.  Despite  the  fact  that  a  number  of  house  owners  in  this 
area  have  installed  wa.ter  borne  sanitation,  with  septic  tanks  as  a  means 
of  disposal,  the  effluent  therefrom  is  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and 
there  are  houses  which  cannot  be  improved  to  the  full  standard  unless 
main  drainage  is  possible. 

The  drainage  systems  of  some  83  dwellings  were  repaired  and  partially 
reconstructed  and  6  dwelling  houses  were  entirely  redrained. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


When  necessary,  investigations  are  made  on  notification  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  an  infectious  disease  by  medical  practitioners. 

Contacts  are  traced  and  enquiries  made  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice 
or  to  meet  the  special  requirements  of  the  case  and  nature  of  the  illness. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 


2  loads  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  collected  and  taken  to  St.  Wulstan*  1 s 
Hospital  for  treatment  by  steam  disinfection  in  accordance  with  an  arrangement 
made  with  the  South  Worcestershire  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

1  load  of  bedding  was  destroyed. 

The  number  of  rooms  fumigated  was  10. 

Infestations  of  cockroaches,  beetles,  bedbugs,  fleas,  ants  and  flies 
were  dealt  with  at  various  premises  including  dwelling  houses  and  restaurant 
kitchens. 

9  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  when  these  proved  to  be  a  nuisance  to 
members  of  the  public.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  appointed  inspectors  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Act  and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  following  is  a  table  of  action  taken  with  regard  to  the  administration 
of.:

These  Regulations  replace  and  consolidate,  with  amendments,  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  to  1954,  and 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949  to  1953. 

Since  the  1st  January,  1961  all  dealers1  licences,  other  than  those 
issued  by  the  Minister,  are  issued  by  the  food  and  drugs  authority  for 
the  area  in  which  are  situated  the  premises  at  or  from  which  the  milk 
is  sold. 

Samples  of  raw  milk  are  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Worcester,  for  statutory,  biological  and  bacteriological  examination, 
details  are  given  in  the  table  following;

Biological  Tests 

Biological  tests  were  made  in  respect  of  82  samples  referred  to  in 
this  table  in  connection  with  evidence  of  infection  with  M.  tuberculosis 
and  Brucella  abortus.  8  samples  showed  infection  by  Brucella,  abortus. 

As  a  result  your  Medical  Officer  reimposed  an  Order  requiring  all  milk 
produced  at  the  Dairy  Farm  concerned  to  be  subjected  to  heat  treatment 
prior  to  sale  for  manufacture  or  for  human  consumption. 

Statutory  examinations  were  carried  out  on  46  samples  of  milk. 

3  samples  did  not  conform  to  the  required  standard. 

31  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  subjected  to  the  phosphatase 
test  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  number  of  retail  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors  is  now  16. 

Distribution  of  milk  is  kept  under  observation.  Vehicles  used  for 
this  purpose  ore  frequently  inspected. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  effectiveness  or  otherwise  of  the  method 
employed  in  the  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  milk  churns,  churn  rinses 
are  collected  at  the  dairy  premises  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination  a.nd  tests.  One  rinse  sample  was  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  management  of  the 
dairy  and  five  rinse  samples  taken  on  three  subsequent  dates  were  found 
on  examination  to  be  satisfactory. 

194  visits  were  made  to  dairy  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
or  to  collect  samples  of  milk  on  arrival  from  the  place  of  production. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1955  provides 
that  all  dairymen  who  retail  milk  in  any  part  of  the  district  must  sell  the 
milk  under  special  designation,  irrespective  of  whether  the  premises  from 
which  the  milk  is  retailed  are  inside  or  outside  the  district,  and,  any 
other  milk  which  is  retailed  outside  the  specified  area  from  those  same 
premises  must  be  sold  under  special  designation. 
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ICE  CREAM 


102  premises  are  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  Most  of 
the  ice-cream  is  sold  pre-packed.  Inspections  are  made  as  to  the  means 
of  storage  and  the  methods  of  dispensing  this  commodity. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


Your  Inspectors  make  every  effort  to  see  that  the  standards  set  out  in 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed  and  maintained  in  Food  Shops  and 
Catering  Establishments.  I  have  stated  in  previous  reports  that  these 
duties  require  tact  and  patience  as  it  is  essential  that  understanding  and 
good  relationship  exists  between  Inspectors,  Management  and  Personnel 
engaged  in  premises  where  food  is  prepared.  Modernisation  of  several 
large  stores  has  taken  place.  When  alterations  and  improvements  are 
envisaged  to  premises,  which  involve  building  operations,  inspections  are 
made  and  consultations  take  place  with  the  proprietor  of  the  business  with 
a.  view  to  securing  proper  treatment  of  surfaces  of  walls,  ceilings  and 
floors  in  order  that  cleanliness  of  the  premises  will  result  in  the  minimum 
use  of  labour  and  the  need  for  frequent  redecoration.

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RAG  FLOCK  AMD  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 


This  Act  prescribed  certain  standards  of  clealiness  in  the  manufacture, 
use  and  storage  of  rag  flock  and  other  filling  materials,  and  provides  for 
the  registration  of  upholsterers  and  certain  other  businesses,  such  as  toy- 
makers  and  the  licensing  of  manufacturers  of  rag  flock  etc. 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 


PREVENTION  OF  Did  AGE  BY  PESTS  ^CT,  1949 


287  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rodents  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  1983.  All  were  of  a  minor  character  and  traceable  in  most 
instances  to  the  migratorary  habit  of  the  rat. 

It  is  necessary  to  make  regular  surveys  and  treatment  of  streams  and 
ditches  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Urban  area  as  these  are  potential  sources 
of  infestation.  Attention  is  also  concentrated  on  periodical  treatments 
at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal  works  and.  on  the  allotments 
where  pigs  are  kept. 

Our  Operator  is  reliable  and  conscientious  in  his  work,  for  this  we 
are  fortunate. 

The  sewers  throughout  the  town  were  again  given  a  test  treatment 
followed  up  by  two  maintenance  treatments.  The  results  are  recorded 
as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  These 
details  were  reported  to  your  Committee. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  during  the  year 
under  review.
